are still ahead 


l was more than interested to read Mike 
Johnson's comments in last week's edition 
of ‘‘Soccer Action’’ with regard to the in- 
creasing ‘‘professionalism”’ in club staffing 
and structures in Australian soccer, the 
PSL in particular. 


| couldn’t agree more with Mike that is is a healthy, if 
somewhat belated, trend that clubs are finally thinking 
along these lines, and | am sure it will be of long term bene- 
fit to the game if all clubs have to operate in this manner. 

Thankfully the days of the manager/coach, an impossible 
job for anyone to do properly, are becoming numbered and 
clubs are delagating these duties to part-time, full-time or 
honorary staff. 

There is little point in having a full-time coach if all the 
players are part-time. 

At the same time it is impossible — and in my experience 
| have yet to see a person do justice to all areas of the job — 
for one man to be a real manager/coach. 

A real manager/coach must be responsible for coaching 
the PSL squad, managing it (contracts, travel arrangements, 
employment for players, training facilities, equipment) co- 
ordinate the club’s youth policy and the training of these 
squads, handle the press relations, PR for the club, junior 
and school promotions and coaching clinics, sponsorship 
and other means of raising funds, match day promotions, 
and many other associated activities. 

Whilst agreeing with Mike in these remarks, | also dis- 
agree with his comments that the Sydney clubs (Sydney 
City and St George were mentioned) are better organised 
because of their professional staffs than the provincial areas 
Canberra and Newcastle, where the committees are en- 
thusiastic amateurs. 

After working in all these clubs, except Newcastle, | can 
speak with reasonable authority in saying that Mike could 
be no further from the truth — in actual fact the reverse if 
the case. 

Canberra and Newcastle have already provided the 
example for the rest of the clubs to follow. 

Their structures, involving active sub-committees, leave 
the Sydney clubs for dead and it is only recently that the 
Sydney clubs are appreciating that fact. 

None more than Sydney City, who are attempting to 
remedy the problem and | believe St George are taking 
steps in that direction also. 

The most professional off the field set-ups are at 
Canberra and Newcastle. 

Canberra is fortunate to have a superb stadium and a 
board of directors who have occupations which allow them 
to spend an enormous amount of time on soccer activities. 

It is these sub-committees which handle the areas of 
media, sponsorship, schools, juniors, promotions, grounds, 
advertising etc. and the enthusiasm and involvement gener- 
ated by these sub-committees develops support and 
spectators for their teams. 

One minor point in Mike's article regarding Sydney City 
and its long-serving secretary Harry Lakmaker is that 
Harry is not an employee of the club. 

Harry has for years, and still does, work in a completely 
honorary capacity which is more credit to him for the 
enormous contribution he has made to Hakoah, Sydney City 
and soccer.

St. George has budgeted a total of $34 million on 
ground improvements, according to their senior 
vice-president, Steven Koenig and the stadium al- 
ready has a capacity of 15,000.

Barton is placing heavy emphasis on enter- 
tainment at St. George home matches and, 
with his planning well under way, confidently 


predicts a crowd of clost 6000 at this weok's 
pipe-opener against Canberra City. 

The program will feature the usual junior march- 
past but there will also be personal appearances by 
stars of the popular TV series Restless Years 
(‘That should ensure a couple of thousand young- 
sters,” Barton said), a challenge soccer match be- 
tween Captain Cook and an Aboriginal tribe — with 
public participation — and a Corroboree. 

The “show” begins at noon! 

St George has also launched a Junior Suppor- 
ters’ Club, whose members get a T-shirt, season 
pass and a free bus shuttle service between the Sta- 
dium and several designated pick-up points in the 
district on match days. 

“We will soon increase our corwds to around 
8000 and the statium will be packed by season's 
end,” a confident Barton promised. 


“Our entertainment program will be aimed direct- 
ly at youngsters in the 12 to 18 age group, who 
normally disappear from soccer.” 

General manager Les Bordacs said that $30,- 
000 has been allocated for publicity in the printed 
and electronic media during the 1979 season.

“It was very strange”, George remembers. “'] 
woke up and said to myself: “I'm going to break 


physiotherapy. In Scotland | 
gave the leg complete rest. 
| didn't kick a ball the whole 
time | was away and was 
introduced to training 
slowly when | got back. 

“The leg now feels fine 
and my mental attitude is 
good. After a leg break, 
some players can’t get back 
into the game because of a 
fear in the back of their 
mind. | will not have that 
problem”. 

Being an elusive, dan- 
gerous forward, Campbell 
has been and will continue 
to be a target for robust 
tackles. But this he doesn't 
mind 

"I -don’t mind being tack- 
led hard”, he said. “But 
when players tackle over 
the ball and flick your 
ankles with niggling chal- 
lenges, | really get fed up. 


“Full backs really annoy 
me. They seem to think it's 
their privilege to hammer 
wingers but not to be tack- 
led back. If a winger tackles 
a full back hard a couple of 
times, the defender can't 
understand it’. 

Campbell's comeback 
game was against Foot- 
scray JUST in a practice 
match. He came on at half 
time and although he didn’t 
set the game on fire, he 
came through a couple of 
50-50 challenges, showing 
no lack of courage. 

But the leg break has had 
a big bearing on Campbell's 
life. 

“The injury showed 
me just how quickly a 
professional soccer 
player can have his 
career finished’’, said 
George. ‘| had plenty of 
time to think, and now 
i'm looking at finding a 
job that will give me 
security for when I'm 
finished with soccer. 

“I've been a pro for five 
years. It's the only thing | 
know. When | was with 
Aberdeen they encouraged 
me to go to night school, 
and | passed my higher 
grades and did a year of 
business studies. But now 
I'm looking for a career’. 

South Melbourne origi- 
nally wanted Georgie to 
stay a full-time player, but 
he sees no point in that if 
the whole club isn’t full- 
time. 

“| would like to be doing 
some clerical work as a 
start’, he said, “but not 
many companies are pre- 
pared to take on a 21-year- 
old when it’s much better 
for them to hire a 17-year- 
old. 
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“I've just started a six- 
week stint with Adidas, It's 
not spectacular, but it's a 
Start’. 


Campbell works as a 
storeman. Jim Campbell 
of Fitzroy Utd. works at the 
same place. 


Another big influence on 
wee Georgie is his wife 
Jean. The couple were mar- 
ried in Scotland during their 


recent holiday in thelr 
homeland. 

“Jean's fantastic’, said 
Campbell. “She's a very 


ambitious person and the 
driving force behind me. 
Being married is an extra 
responsibility and that's an- 
other reason | must find a 
career. 


“We're both very happy 
in Australia, and want to 
make it our home. Jean's 
doing very well with a china 
ware shop. She's a qualified 
window dresser, but found 
it hard to find work in that 
field”. 

Campbell's plans to 
settle in Australia are not 
definite. 

“We want to make a go 
of it’, he said. “We know 
what it's like in Scotland, 
and have got over the 
homesickness. Everyone 
who comes to Australia to 
live should try to get back 
to their homeland for a holi- 
day pretty soon after set- 
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sure you are making the 
right decision and it stops 
you from becoming too 
home sick”. 
Unfortunately, even if 
Campbell becomes an Aus- 
tralian citizen, he may not 
be able to represent this 
country on the soccer field. 


When | spoke to him, he 
was unsure of the position 
but his two games for the 
Scottish Youth team may 
rule him out of Australian 
contention. 

Campbell played against 
Denmark twice in European 
Youth Championship 
matches. The first leg, in 
Denmark, was a O-O draw, 
but the Danes were victor- 
ious on Scottish soil, win- 
ning 2-1 at Rugby Park, Kil- 
marnock. 


The ‘white Pele’ will de- 
finitely be one of the 
success stories of Austral- 
ian soccer in the next few 
years.

The South Melbourne 
stars, who are similar in ap- 
pearance, have the attribut- 
es to become the biggest 
crowd-pullers and the top 
entertainers in the national 
league. 

Both are small but fion- 
hearted, with a boyish look 
about them. Their blond 


hair makes them stand out- 


as much as their speed and 
ability to dribble past a 
maze of opponents. 


Importantly, both Camp- 
bell and Drakesford can 
score goals and they can do 
the unexpected. 

Campbell has been 
dubbed the ‘white Pele’ and 
the ‘little tiger’ would be an 
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appropriate nick-name for 
Drakesford. 

Campbell, who trans- 
ferred to South Melbourne 
from Scottish club Aber- 
deen for $20,000 during 
last season realises the im- 
portance of entertainers in 
soccer. 


“Paying customers have 
a fight to be entertained”, 
said Campbell. “To pay 
three dollars and then see a 
drab game is bad value for 
soccer fans. 


“Every team needs a 
personality. Soccer's a 
team game but it’s very 
important to have indi- 
viduals who can set the 
game alight". 

Without over-rating him- 
self, Campbell knows he is 
exactly the type of player he 
has described, 


“| don't go out on the 
field with the aim of win- 
ning over the crowd”, said 
George, “but my _ style 
endears me to the fans. My 
blond hair and’ size have a 
lot to do with it. | stand out 
on the field. 


“But I've always liked to 
entertain the fans. | was 
well-liked by the Aberdeen 
fans, even though | played 
only a handful of first team 
games, and at South Mel- 
bourne | get a lot of sup- 
port’.

As the Americans have 
shown the soccer world, 
the creation of personalities

Rangers and Celtic is 
always working to increase 
its gates. 

"Really, a successful 
team is the key. Promotion 
can increase a club's fol- 
lowing but a _ successful 
team is the only thing that 
will maintain and increase 
the support’. 

Campbell pointed to the 
New York Cosmos as an 
example. 


“Because of the Cosmos’ 
success”, he said, “the rest 
of the world thinks all 
American clubs have huge 
crowds, But a lot of them 
struggle. The Cosmos have 
massive support because 
they have some great 
players and a successful si- 
de”. 


It's quite easy to relate 
Cosmos’ position with 
South Melbourne's in the 
PSL. Souths, like Cosmos, 


is probably the richest club 
in its league. 


AGAIN LIKE Cosmos, 
South Melbourne has an 
abundance of star players, 
but Campbell likes to play 
down South's image as a 
super-club. 


“A lot of clubs are jealous 
of South Melbourne”, said 
Georgie, “They can’t match 
Souths, and so they jump 
on the bandwagon and crit- 
icise the club. 


"1 can’t stand hearing 
things like, ‘South Mel- 
bourne has too many 
stars’. We have many ox- 
perienced players, and 
why shouldn't we? The 
club has the money to do 
it’’.

I talked about yelling at players in last 
week's ‘Soccer Action". This is, in my 
opinion, where one call tell.a good coach 
from a bad one. 


if you have to yell at your boys during 8 game, 
you might as well throw your badge away. Why? 
Because what you are really doing is telling the 
world that you don’t know how to teach players 
correctly. 

Boys who are taught how to play soccer the 
right way need no one to yell at them during a 
game! 

Boys will make mistakes (and that goes for 
senior players too) but do you really think that you 
can correct these in a game? If you do, you are a 
FOOL. Shouting is only degrading to your players 
as well as to yourself, and it usually has an adverse 
effect on players, with the result that they play 
even worse or not at all. 

Why don't you store away in your head all these 
little mistakes made during a game, and In your 
next coaching sesision try to rectify them? 

| must admit that touchline coahces {and that 
includes mum, dad and others) are one of my pet 
hates. You do nothing to improve the game and 
even less to help your boys by your stupid advice, 
so ... why don’t you SHUT UP? 


Have you ever asked yur son how he likes to be 
yelled at during a game? Try asking ... you might 
get a shock. 

Save your vocal cords and substitute some 
hand-clapping when a boy shows a little bit of 
“magic”. Doing this will lift a boy's and indeed a 
team’s performance, and a lot of people will enjoy 
their next soccer game a lot more. 

Now that we have dealt-with the ugly part f soc- 
cer, let's get back to coaching of your boys. 

One of the big mistakes | see around the parks is 
one which | saw once again the other day. A little

how it started . . . all the lads sitting in a neat circle, 
with the coach standing up in the centre... coach 
talking away, using his arms like a wind-mill, ex- 
plaining: "This is what | want you todo... and this 
is what | don’t want you todo..." andonandon..

After about five minutes of his raving, some of 
the kids started fooling around and duly were repri- 
manded with a: “Sit still and listen”. 

After 10 minutes a general look of boredom 
became evident, tittle faces turning completely 
blank. 

And after 15 minutes (yes, | had the gall to time 
it) the circle was no longer a circle. The boys looked 
as if they were sitting on an ant-hill, bodies twisting 
and turning, with others nearly going to sleep, 

They were finally allowed to get up and the 
coach produced five or six balls, made a goal with 
two jumpers, lined his boys up about 10 yards from 
the goal, and started to roll a ball across the field 
with a boy running in to shoot for goal. This went 
on until the last boy had had his kick and then the 
whole thing was repeated again. How tong this 
went on for | don’t know because | became as 
bored with the whole thing as indeed most of the 
boys appeared to be. 

Well, if that is coaching | will kiss Ron Baras- 
als’s boots in the middle of the M.C.G. with 80,- 
000 people watching. 


You know what. .. | think these little boys would 
learn more if this man just gave the six balls to his 
boys, went away and came back after about two 
hours. And do you know what else? | think he 
would find it hard to get the boys to stop their play- 
ing, even after two hours and without a “coach”, 
don’t you? 

Which brings us to a point worth remembering. 
Boys come to soccer to play and learn ... NOT TO 
BE TORTURED.
